mission. Dtatilot attorneys aro to be charged 
with proceedings before -the courts. The 
bill will-provide for ttitee Commissioners to 
be appointed by the President. The salary 
to be paid the Commissioners has not yet 
been determined upon, but will probablj be 
fixed at £8,000 or 810,000 per annum. 


WHISKY IN BOND. 


It is not Improbable that the movement 


for the extension of the bonded period on 
whisky now In warehouses may take greater 
proportions. There Is a growing feeling in 
favor of a general and indefinite extension 
of the bonded period, so that all manu- 
factured spirits may pay taxes when they 
are drawn for consumption Instead of at 
the end of three years, ns Is now the case. 
One strong objection that has been urged by 
many against the Willis bill is that it would 
be special legislation for the benefit oC a 
few people only, and apply to a very small 
class of goods.
